Dr. Woodrow Wilson was bom at 
Staunton, \ a., on December 28, 1856 
He is the son of Dr. Joseph R. Wil­ 
son, a Presbyterian minister, and a 
grandson of Judge Jam es Wilson, an 
Irishm an of Scotch descent who mi­ 
grated from County Down to Phila­ 
delphia in 1807. Jam es Wilson pros­ 
pered and became m anager of the 
Aurora a leading democratic journal, 
Philadelphia being then the national 
capital. 


It was at Steubenville, Ohio, that 
Joseph Ruggles Wilson, the father of 
Woodrow Wilson, was born on Feb­ 
ruary, 1822. He was the scholar of 
Jam es Wilson's family. Jefferson Col­ 
lege graduated him as valedictorian 
in 1844, after which In taught school 
and prepared for 
the 
Presbyterian 
ministry a t the Western Theological 
seminary and Princeton Seminary, in 
1849 Joseph R. Wilson married Janet 
Woodrow, daughter of Dr. Thomas 
Woodrow, a famous Presbyterian min­ 
ister of the city, who was a descend­ 
ant from ancient English stock. The 
Rev. Mr. Wilson became the father 
of two daughters before he was call 
ed as pastor to Staunton, Va., where 
a third child, a son, was born and 
christened 
Thomas W’oodrow. 
When Thomas W’oodrow was two 
years old his father took a pastorate 
in Augusta, (ia., and soon became 
one of the most noted ministers of 
the south. Thoroughly equipped as a 
theologian, and a pulpit orator of 
pwer, he early reached 
and 
long 
maintained a position of much influ­ 
ence in his church. W’hen the Civil 
war broke out he embraced the con­ 
federate cause. 
Woodrow 
Wilson attained promi­ 
nence among his mates in the “fa­ 
mous class of ’79” at Princeton. No 
less than 42 of the 122 graduates of 
'79 were “honor 
men,” 
having 
an 
average age of 90 per cent or better 
for the four years’ 
course. 
W’ilson 
barely got in among them; he rank­ 
ed forty-first. 
Besides being, a good student at 


Princeton, Wilson became managing 
editor o fthe college paper and wa- 
prom 1 lent in undergrachiate activities 
In the fall of 1879 Wilson took up 
the law course at the University of 
Virginia, 
in 
May, 1882, he carried 
his law diploma and an oratorical 
prize to Atlanta, Ga., where he open­ 
ed an office for the practice of law. 
The office, however, did not prosper, 
aud after eighteen leisurely months 
he gave up. 


In the fall of 1885 Mr. Wilson be­ 
gan teaching political economy to the 
gir.s of Bryn Mawr. From this insti­ 
tution he went to Wesleyan Univer­ 
sity, where he remained until called 
to Princeton in 1390 to occupy 
the 
chair of jurisprudence 
and 
politics. I 
jill 1902 he was elected president of I 
Princeton. 


President Wilson made it clear at! 
tin' start that conditions at the u n i- J 
varsity were 
to 
be changed, 
and 
whether for better or for worse, to 
be changed radically. He stated that 
colieges needed to he revolutionized, 
and went s> far as to say he would 
endeavor “ to graduate students as 
unlike their lathers as possible.” 
His policies kept him 
in 
almost 
continuous conflict with the univer­ 
sity trustees and professors. In fact. 
the bitterest controversies in the in­ 
stitution’s history marked his term. 
Wilson’s friends say it was a conflict 
between a progressive and democratic 
president and the force of privilege 
and aristocracy. 
In May, 1910. the'G raduate College 
of Princeton University became the 
legatee of a three million dollar es­
